This base to stand 
on two step sold foundation of con- 
crete, This last the Indians had 
asked to be allowed to donate as 
their contribution, On three sides 
of the base provision would be made 
for inletting bronze tablets, which 
tablets would contain the names of 
all enlisted men. A door placed on 
the fourth side of the base would 
provile admission to the hollow 
chamber, which might contain per- 
mant and complete records of every 
min connected with any branch of 
the war service, together with a list 
of «ll subscribers to the fund. 

On this base would be erected the 
figure representing victory. The 
right hand of the statue would sup- 
yY@-a shield on which would be 
engraved the names of all men who 
had paid the supreme sacrifice, the 
left arm pointing to the land where 
they fought for us and is now their 
-resting place,

“The flock now .umbers around 300 
head. The farmer gets half the wool 
and half the increase for looking afte: 
jit. He doesn’t own a ho@in the 
flock but his share of the wool last 
season was worth a little under seven 
hundred dollars, and his half of the 
lamb crop will be worth fourteen 
{hundred or more, His income last 
year ffom the sheep was well over 
two thousand dollars, Besides the 
sheep he has a herd of cattle, also on 
shares, and runs a ‘pig finishing 
depot. We imagine this man’s in- 
come last season would be well over 
four thousand dollars. He keeps one 
man the year round at a cost of 
about fifty dollars a month and board, 
and grows nothing but feed on the 
original quarter section.” 

Of course, as the Nor’-\West Farm- 
er says, there is no cut and dried rule 
for success. In Western Canada, as 
anywhere else, “a great deal depends 
on the man, the way he applies him- 
self and the judgment used in man- 
agement.”

Saskatchewan Leads 


In Breeding of Purebred. Horses 
Under Government Direction 

Regina, Sask. — Saskatchewan is 
the leading province in the breeding 
of purebred horses under federal goy- 
ernment direction, and is the first 
province in population of horses, ac- 
cording to C, M. MacRae, chief of 
the horse division of the Dominion 
livestock branch, Ottawa, 

Mr, MacRae, who addressed the 
meeting of the Saskatchewan Horse 
Breeders’ at Saskatoon, referred to 
the government assistance toward 
purebred breeding of horses; which 
consists of a grant of one-third of 
the service fees to organized clubs. 
The clubs are formed for the purpose 
of community bre€ding, to make the 
community distinct in the breeding of 
a particular type af horses. 

Saskatchewan, Mr MacRae said, 
has led the provinces in the number 
of clubs formed since the scheme 
was adopted in 1915, At present 
there are 160 such clubs in the Do- 
minion, of which 60 are in Saskatche- 
wan, Ontario standing second.

German Government Investigating 
Mortality Due to Blockade 

Berlin. — It is announced officially 
by the German government that a 
further investigation of mortality “due 
to the blockade,” from the autumn of 
1916 until the end of 1918, show that 
the figures were much higher than 
were at first supposed. More than 
500,000 deaths, it is said, were caused 
by mal-nutrition or under-nutrition. 
Only civilians are included in the list, 
“which,” says the announcement, “if 
it errs at all, it is by giving too low 
figures,” , 

Only such cases were included, it 
is declared, as were definitely estab- 
lished as being due to the causes 
named, ‘The officials intend to pub- 
lish the complete material on which 
j the investigations were based, “to de- 
monstrate that this is not propagan- 
da, but strictly for the purpose of 
cstablishing the facts.”

Big Potato Crops 
With Electroculture 


Experiments Show Scheme to Be 
Profitable \ 

Striking experiments in electrocul- 
ture were carried out by the South 
Wales Electrical Power Distribution 
Company during 1917 and 1918 on a 
two-acre plot of ground near Ponty- 
pridd. As regards ploughfig and 
manuring, the whole plot was treated 
alike, but electroculture was applied 
to only a portion of the ground, the 
remainder serving as a “control” for 
the purposes of comparison, Potatoes 
were planted under precisely similar 
conditions over the whole area, and 
during 1917 the clectrified portion 
yielded a crop heavier by 17.2 per 
cent, than that of the control portion. 
In 1918 the increase out of electro- 
culture was 12.6 per cent., the reduc- 
tion being explained on several 
grounds, such as that a ‘smaller ar 
of electric wires was used and that 
part of the controlled plot had had the 
benefit of electrification in the previ- 
ous year, Experiments were also 
made with oats in an adjoining field, 
and although they were not carried 
out very thoroughly, they point to an 
increase of 25 per cent. in grain and 
17 per cent, in straw. On the potato 
patch the wires were first arranged as 
a 6 foot rectangular network — sup- 
ported on insulators 6 ft. 6 ins, from 
the ground; in August, 1917, the 
height was reduced .o 5 feet, During 
the 1918 experiment the wires were 
spaced 9 ft. apart, with no
